Port Arthur, the issues of increased flood insurance rates 
and new FEMA flood mapping hit many homeowners 
like a tsunami. 

Property owners were facing crippling cost 
increases as the federal government's defunct FEMA 
programs were tapped out. Then came legislation that 
would have allowed insurance companies to set rates 
based on full value. 

The fear of policies costing thousands of dollars 
per year quickly became a reality with the passage of the 
Biggert- Waters Reform Act of 2012 (BW-12). Real estate 
sales tumbled for properties situated in flood zones, 
sending both owners and realtors into a scramble to 
try and turn back the rising tide in policy increases and

number of properties being designated in new flood 
zones. 

The release of new FEMA flood mapping saw 
flood zones realigned, placing properties heretofore 
outside that line inside the line. River valleys, coastal 
neighborhoods, and flood plains all increased in size, 
bringing more properties into 'flood zone' status. 

But towns fought back. Hingham recently won 
against the implementation of new FEMA mapping. 

The Town of Hingham website states, "GZA 
GeoEnvironmental Inc., on behalf of the Town of 
Hingham, conducted a town-wide analysis of the 2012 
FEMA Flood Insurance Rate Maps (FIRMs). The results 
of the study showed potential floodplain changes along 
Hingham's coast. On December 2, 2014 FEMA issued a 
letter accepting the scientific data included in this study 
. . . The next step will be for the FEMA Region I office in 
Boston to conduct a Physical Map Revision (PMR).'' 

The study cost the town $50,000. FEMA also 
announced in January that it will not use the new maps in 
Plymouth County until sometime in 2016 due to pending 
appeals. 

Where does Mattapoisett stand in this 
matter? Last year, the selectmen established a Flood 
Plain Advisory Committee. This group followed the 
actions being taken by cities and towns, not only in 
Massachusetts, but across the nation and gave the 
selectmen some ideas on how to proceed.

In the meantime, Mattapoisett Inspectional 
Services Director Andy Bobola has been working shoulder 
to shoulder with Principal Assessor Kathleen Costello for 
more than a year to ensure that the information provided 
to property owners is accurate. 

Early on it was learned that the new FEMA maps 
for Mattapoisett could also have a negative impact on 
some properties. With re-established FEMA elevations 
and zones moved from low impact to high impact areas. 
Town Hall saw an uptick in calls but was unable to do 
much to help. 

Mattapoisett' s GIS mapping system is new to the 
Assessor's Office, thus to date, they have not overlaid 
FEMA flood maps to existing assessment maps. 

"We don't want to give out wrong information," 
said Costello, "especially for flood zone." She said that 
Bobola has been working closely with residents who seek 
to find out exactly where their property stands. 

"We are double-checking all the mapping 
information, "Costello said. 

And time is once again of the essence. 

An email from Joe Rossi of the Massachusetts 
Coastal Coalition forwarded by local realtor Sandra 
Dawson reads, ". . .in 2017 both Biggert- Waters and 
the HFIAA will expire, and the NFIP will be up for 
re-authorization by Congress. The national coalition 
directing the grass root reform of the NFIP, The Coalition 
for Sustainable Flood Insurance (CSFI), has asked that

Rochester Looks Toward FY16 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

"It's going to be another tight season," said 
Rochester Town Administrator Michael McCue on 
January 6, following the January 5 meeting of the 
Rochester Board of Selectmen. 

Town department heads will be asked to provide 
a level-service budget for fiscal year 2016 as they begin to 
build their budgets and attend scheduled meetings with 
McCue and members of the Finance Department over the 
next several months. 

"Fve started some discussion and reached out to 
the different department heads," said McCue. 

Looking forward, McCue, like many town 
administrators, has to keep his eye on the proverbial ball 
- a ball McCue said is "already bouncing" as the budget 
season begins and the numbers are tossed around. 

"My main concern is revenue," said McCue. "I 
think revenue is going to be stagnant." 

McCue said there really is not much other 
foreseeable revenue beyond the levy limits allowed under 
Proposition IVi. 

The Rochester Finance Committee will soon begin 
holding regularly scheduled meetings to oversee the FY16 
budget process. 

In other news, selectmen gave their approval to 
expand its regional Veterans Services Office it shares with 
Mattapoisett, extending it now to Marion. Veterans Agent

Also during the January 5 meeting, selectmen 
signed the renewed agreement with the Town of 
Lakeville's animal shelter to continue to send stray dogs 
from Rochester to its Lakeville facility. Rochester does not 
have an animal shelter of its own. 

The Lakeville Animal Shelter only accepts stray 
dogs from the Rochester Animal Control Officer; however, 
they will accept dogs from Rochester residents with a 
standard $50 surrender fee. 

Selectmen that evening also approved the use 
of the Town's new recently acquired voting machine, 
originally requested by Town Clerk (and Selectman) 
Naida Parker and subsequently approved for funding 
during the last Special Town Meeting. Residents will 
begin using the new machine during the April election. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for January 26 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Cease and Desist Requested 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

What a difference a few days made on January 5 
for the Mattapoisett Planning Board. 

At the December 29 special public hearing, the 
Planning Board had a rather frustrating exchange with 
Mattapoisett Highway Surveyor Barry Denham regarding 
Brandt Point Village. 

At that meeting Denham said, "I wasted my time 
again!" He had been driving home the point that road 
construction had begun on Phase II of the subdivision in 
clear violation of the permit and the board's conditions. 

The board had received a letter from the 
subdivision's attorney, John Williams (also a partner in the 
project), which stated no road construction had begun on 
Phase II and that a culvert was being installed for a turtle 
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crossing. 

Planning Board member John Mathieu asked on 
December 29, ''Let's say it is road construction, what is the 
issue?" 

"The issue is we need inspections at every stage!" 
insisted Denham. 

After Denham left that meeting, the board 
members decided that they would require the developer 
of Phase I to pave all side roads currently at the site, 
requested as-built plans for the culvert, and decided to 
engage the Town's engineering firm to develop a checklist 
for the developer that clearly states when inspections are 
to be done throughout the road construction process. 

At the January 5 meeting, though, the board took 
a decidedly stronger approach with the developer. 

Acting Chairman Ron Merlo had called the 
developer's engineer Al Loomis of McKenzie Engineering 
and requested specifications for the culvert that had 
already been installed and termed a "turtle crossing." 
Attorney Williams had sent a letter to the Planning Board 
in advance of the December 29 meeting stating that no 
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roadway construction had begun, only the installation of 
a turtle crossing. 

'It's been going on over a month now/' stated 
Denham on January 5. He said that truckloads of fill had 
been delivered to the site, 400 feet had been grubbed, and 
that the turtle tunnel was really an engineered bridge that 
had not been inspected. 

"In my opinion, road construction (on Phase II) 

has begun," Merlo concurred. "My goal is to establish a 
line of communication with the developer, [and] find out 
what types of soils and analysis have been used." 

"This is the third time that construction started 
before formal meetings have taken place," said Denham. 
"Twice on this job and once on Appaloosa." 

Merlo said it was clear to him that the developer 
had failed to make the necessary effort to set up meetings 
to discuss the project and request inspections with the 
Highway and Sewer Departments. 

"I'd like to send a letter to Williams to step up his 
game...," said Merlo. 

Mathieu wanted to give the developer a checklist 
with set milestones for requesting inspections. 

"It is a two-phase subdivision . . . the market 
didn't allow it to happen all at once. . .," stated Mathieu. 
"Right now, the thing is not producing tax revenue for 
the Town. ... I want them to finish this thing." He said he 
did not want to put any roadblocks in place that would 
hinder the developer in completing the work. 
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This enraged Mattapoisett resident Paul 
Osenkowski, a vocal opponent to the project since the 
beginning. He angrily asserted that the developer was 
not following the rules and is causing problems for the 
neighbors in the area. 

"I request a cease and desist order/' said a more 
calmed Osenkowski. 

Merlo asked the board members to vote on 
whether or not to send a letter to Williams, putting him 
on notice that he needed to appear before the board and 
explain the work that has taken place at the site. Merlo 
also asked that the wording include the cessation of 
roadwork until Williams came forward. The board agreed 
to send the letter and to contact Loomis again for any 
additional information he may offer on inspections done 
at the site by a qualified engineer. 

Also during the meeting, the aforementioned 
Appaloosa subdivision situated off River Road was on the 
agenda. 

Brian Grady of G.A.F. Engineering was present to 
explain that he was awaiting comments from the Town's 
engineering firm. Field Engineering, on the materials 
G.A.F. had submitted on the project. That information 
included engineering plans, watershed maps, and 
drainage calculations. 

Grady confirmed that recent percolation testing 
demonstrated that the two lots were in conformance 
with Board of Health requirements. He was granted a

Condemned Homes Addressed and Assessed 

Marion Board of Survey

Three dilapidated houses on Point Road and 
County Road will soon know their fate after the three- 
member Marion Board of Survey met January 5 to discuss 
the findings from board members' visits to the properties. 
The function of the board is to assess unsafe or unsound 
structures and make recommendations to the Town as to 
whether or not the houses should be demolished. 

"If it's not safe for the town inspector, or the Fire 
Department ... or Police Department to go in, then that's 
sort of the threshold there," said newly-elected Chairman 
Robert Desrosiers. 

Board member and School District Facilities 
Director Gene Jones described 974 Point Road as rotten 
and open to weather and animals, with collapsing walls 
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and a lot that was overgrown with vegetation and littered 
with trash. 

"I found the same thing when I went there/' said 
Desrosiers. Sagging walls, water damage, and ceilings 
collapsing, he added to the description. 

The board members discussed the language for 
their recommendation to the Town, deciding to advise 
that the house be "renovated, boarded up, or razed." 

Some properties, according to Desrosiers, do not 
merit a recommendation of renovation, but sometimes 
a structure, such as this one, might not have passed the 
point of no return. 

"[Renovation is] still possible for someone, I 
suppose," said Desrosiers. 

Jones said two neighbors came out to speak with 
him while he was onsite, concerned about their kids' 
safety near the house. 

"I completely agree," said Jones. "Just walking 
around that property is dangerous." He added that the 
interior of the house is open and accessible to trespassers. 

"The Fire Department has already tagged that 
one," said Desrosiers. 

Jones suggested the board "be firm" with its 
decisions, "And get the property owner to counter," said 
Jones. 

The Town must have the official findings and 
recommendations from the board before it can proceed 
with boarding up unsafe structures or razing them, with a 
lien subsequently placed on the property. 

The board turned to 1023 Point Road, another 
house with its roof rotted, outside shingles stripped away, 
and cellar open to the elements and animals. Desrosiers 
called this property "very dangerous," referring to photos 
and commenting that the house was in such bad shape it 
looked like it had demolished itself. 

"I actually went into the house," said Desrosiers. 
"Ugh." Water, he said, was leaking from the ceiling and 
the floor was squishy and soft. 

The board made a note to include the outbuilding, 
a shed that was also rotting itself down to the ground and 
unsafe to remain. 

"I think the easy one for all of us is 525 County 
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Road/' suggested board member and Marion Fire 
Chief Thomas Joyce. "Even getting into the property is 
dangerous/' Chief Joyce said this property has been an 
issue for quite some time now, even before Scott Shippey 
entered the role of Marion Building Commissioner. 

Joyce said the chimney was leaning and the roof 
had detached from it. Jones suggested having a large 
tree limb hanging on the property cut down, as its fall 
is imminent and he was concerned about kids playing 
nearby. 

'T call that one a total structural collapse," said 
Desrosiers of the County Road house. 

The Marion Board of Survey will meet again at 
3:00 pm on January 12 at the Marion Police Station to 
finalize the wording of its recommendations and take a 
final vote. 

Citizen's Petition Hearing, Sans Citizens 

Marion Planning Board

A citizen's petition signed by 25 residents that 
proposes a restriction on the size of commercial and retail 
structures, aimed at discouraging "big box" businesses 
from moving to Marion, had its public hearing on January 
5, with no public in attendance. 

The petition to amend current zoning bylaws 
to cap commercial and retail structures to 10-percent lot 
coverage with a maximum of 5,000 square feet will appear 
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on the May Annual Town Meeting Warrant as an article, 
whether the Marion Planning Board recommends it or 
not. 

The consensus that evening was to table further 
discussion while the Planning Board Master Plan 
Subcommittee devises its own, more comprehensive 
version of a bylaw amendment the Planning Board might 
ultimately favor. 

The citizen's petition, spearheaded by former 
Planning Board member Ted North who also sits on the 
Master Plan Subcommittee, was generally unpopular with 
the board during prior discussions. 

Planning Board Vice-Chairman Norman Hills 
reiterated his concerns about the petition he referred to 
in the past as "too thin'' and "unclear and confusing," 
pointing to the proposed bylaw's failure to specify 
which zones would be excluded from the building size 
restriction, rather than identifying which zones would be 
affected. He said it also redefines the definition of "gross 
square-foot area" as already defined by current Town 
bylaws, renaming it "footprint." 

"I think this is a knee-jerk reaction," said Hills 
about the citizen's petition. "We need to take the time to 
address this intelligently." 

Planning Board member Robert Lane encouraged 
the board to reject it with comment and see if the 
subcommittee can produce a bylaw "of a more complete 
nature." 

Board member Rico Ferrari advised reserving 
judgment or any further evaluation until the end of the 
hearing to allow for public input from citizens. 

But, Ferrari said, gesturing to an empty audience, 
"Evidently there's not many out there." 

"We've only just begun to address the issue," 
said Lane. Within a few weeks, suggested Lane, the 
subcommittee might have something to present to the 
Planning Board for consideration. 

The public hearing was closed after roughly ten 
minutes of discussion. 

In other news. Planning Board Chairman Stephen 
Kokkins once again defended his stance on appealing the 
building permit for the Briggs solar farm, after the Marion 
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Zoning Board of Appeals already approved a variance, 
while Hills maintained his dissent over the matter. 
Kokkins reasserted that a section of the Town's solar 
bylaw requires the applicant to file with the Planning 
Board for a site plan review, and overlooking this 
requirement would set a dangerous precedent. 

Hills maintained that the project does not meet 
the requirements that would trigger a site plan review 
and the matter should be laid to rest. 

Hills read aloud an email written by resident 
Jennifer Francis, criticizing the board's majority decision 
to fight the building permit because it will disrupt the 
development of the community solar garden, which 
Francis claimed has already sold half its shares. She states 
in the email that the "dangerous precedent'' the board 
perceives does not exist. 

"The Planning Board has a number of important 
projects and issues already on its plate," Francis' email 
reads. "Surely your time, effort, and resources should be 
targeted at these critical . . . activities and not wasted on an 
appeal that has no merit and has no benefit to the town." 

Kokkins said the intent is not to obstruct the 
project. It is simply to "preserve the integrity of that 
process." 

"It is not indicative of opposition to that project," 
said Kokkins. 

The board debated Town Counsel Jon Witten's 
opinion on the matter, delivered in a November 23 letter 
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that stated, . .1 concur with the Planning Board's opinion 
that the Board of Appeals' grant of a variance . . . was not a 
grant of a variance from the requirements of Section 9..." 
However, Witten continued, "According to the plans filed 
by the engineer . . . the square footage threshold of Section 
9.1.1 is not triggered.'' 

"In two weeks from now, the issue will be 
resolved by the ZBA," said Kokkins. That ZBA meeting 
will be January 22 at 7:30 pm. 

The board also briefly discussed hiring a 
transcription company to provide certified transcripts 
of the December 15 Planning Board Meeting, as well as 
future meetings involving the developers of a proposed 
CVS for the corner of Route 6 and Front Street. 

Estimates for the service hovered around $500 
per meeting. Kokkins said having the transcripts could be 
useful "if there's ever any serious dissention involved in 
the future." No action was taken. 

Also during the meeting, the board approved 
paying $12,256 from the FY15 consulting line item to 
SRPEDD for its Master Plan services. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for January 20 at 5:00 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 

Timber! Tree Cutting Approved 

Rochester Conservation Commission

Cutting a tree might appear harmless enough, 
but when the tree lives within the boundaries of land 
protected under the Wetlands Protection Act or the Rivers 
Protection Act, you need permission before proceeding. 

The Rochester Conservation Commission on 
January 6 approved the cutting of trees within the 
wetlands 100-foot buffer zone for two property owners - 
one before, and one after-the-fact. 

First, Isaac Perry, on behalf of his wife Karen 
Perry, received a negative determination - the work being 
done will not have an impact on the resource area, thus a 
Notice of Intent is not required - to remove two trees from 
within the 100-foot BZ located at their 197 Neck Road 
property. 
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Perry said one of the trees was leaning at a 
45-degree angle and the other tree was already on the 
ground, having fallen on its own. All he requested was 
permission to remove the trees, leaving the stump with no 
excavation work required. 

The approval was swift, with no questions from 
the commission. 

"You're all set, sir,'' several commission members 
told Perry in unison. 

Next, Michael Delk of 76 Ryder Road opened 
with an apology for having removed six trees within the 
100-foot BZ, and applied for an additional six trees to be 
removed. 

"Forgive us," said Delk. "We weren't aware of the 
rules, and now I am." 

Delk said the need to cut down the towering 
pines that lean toward the house stems from the imminent 
danger the trees pose to the dwelling. When asked, 
Delk told the commission that no heavy equipment or 
excavation is required for the work, and one shed will be 
permanently moved to another location on the property 
before cutting one tree down. 

Commission member Christopher York asked 
Delk if any of the trees are located within the 25-foot 
No Touch Zone of the river on the property, and the 
commission determined that one of the trees is. York said 
he would prefer to leave the tree be, but Delk said the tree 
already has one large limb dangling toward the ground 
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that could fall at any time, posing a risk to the children 
that play on his property 

''They love playing in the creek area over there/' 
said Delk. "They're nine, seven, and five [years-old] and 
they're always playing 'pirates' or something over there." 

The commission granted Delk a negative 
determination for the work and adjourned the meeting in 
less than 15 minutes. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for January 20 at 7:00 pm at 
the Rochester Town Hall; however, the Conservation 
Department has received no new filings, and the deadline 
to file is the next day. If there are no items on the agenda, 
the meeting could be canceled. 

Bay Club May Solve Sewer Dilemma 

Mattapoisett Water and Sewer Commissioners

Mattapoisett Water and Sewer Superintendent 
Nick Nicholson, along with the Town's administration, 
had hoped to receive a state grant to partially fund the 
extension proposed for sewer service on North Street and 
into the Industrial Business Park. When that didn't come 
through, it was back to the drawing board. 

The estimates to bring sewer service north on 
North Street and then east into the industrial park were 
"cost prohibitive," as Nicholson put it during the January 
6 Water and Sewer Commissioners meeting. With that 
option off the table, potential customers in the business 
park sought other avenues. 

The Bay Club abuts the business park, so 
discussions have been underway between those business 
owners and the management team at Bay Club to see if it 
is feasible to connect to their private sewer lines. The Bay 
Club owns the entire infrastructure associated with the 
subdivision, but is connected to public water and sewer 
via private pipes. 

Homeowners on North Street, who would have 
been approached about connecting to public sewer 
service, will not be part of any plan forged between the 
industrial businesses and the Bay Club. Nicholson said 
those properties will be part of a separate plan yet to be 
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crafted. 

The commissioners also met with Mattapoisett 
resident Ron Sylvia regarding the Cove Street sewer 
project. Sylvia had been making the rounds of various 
Town boards trying to find out how an empty, 
unbuildable lot on Cove Street (situated on a barrier 
beach) was showing up on engineering plans for a sewer 
stub. After meeting with the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission, he was directed to meet with the Water 
Commissioners . 

Prior to the evening's meeting, Nicholson had 
read aloud for the record a letter he received from Bob 
Rogers, chairman of the Conservation Commission, 
questioning the plan of record that seemed to be in 
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conflict with the engineering plans. 

After Nicholson and the commissioners reviewed 
the plans, the error was found. 

''It should not have been done/' said Blair Bailey, 
attorney for the commission. "It's going away." 

The bid plans will reflect only the 28 house lots 
on Cove Street and not any unbuildable lots. Sylvia 
was satisfied and thanked the commissioners for their 
responsiveness. 

Nicholson told the commissioners that NSTAR 
has a five-year vegetation removal plan in their 
easements. Of particular concern was the possibility that 
herbicides would be used during NSTAR' s aggressive 
defoliation activities.

With easements going through Mattapoisett' s 
river valley and watershed areas, Nicholson proposed 
sending a letter to the utility company asking for their 
cooperation and consideration in this matter. The group 
agreed and will ask the other affected towns to be part of 
that communication. 

Nicholson also announced that OSD, LLC will be 
hired to conduct a study of 'inflow infiltration.' The study 
will find those hot spots where storm water, sump pump 
discharges, and other unwanted water sources are entering 
the sanitary treatment process. Once they are identified, a 
remedy to eliminate them will be developed. 

Such increased water flow into the sewer system 
consumes resources and adds unnecessary costs. The cost 
for this study is $47,000 and will be funded by monies 
previously approved by Town Meeting. 

On this cold winter's night, the thought of 
swimming pools was far from everyone's mind except the 
Water Commissioners. 

They are developing, as part of their policy 
updates, a plan that will allow homeowners to fill their 
pools, calling it "one per year, per dwelling" for no fee. 
The homeowner will need to call ahead for a meter 
reading before and after completing the fill. The fill will be 
calculated and deducted from water bills. The savings to 
the resident will average around $160. 

Continuing on the theme of developing new 
policies, the commission will be looking at requiring 
external grease traps for commercial and institutional 
facilities. 

Noting that grease entering the sewer lines causes 
a great deal of harm to the system, they concurred that 
forward-moving external grease traps made sense. The 
mechanism for enforcing the requirement for external traps 
will have to be created - possibly falling to the Building 
Department - while maintenance responsibility will fall to 
the Sewer Department. 

"The goal is to keep the system clean," Nicholson 

said. 

Also being reviewed are new forms that would 
establish a sewer bank, wait list policy, connection requests, 
and a leak policy. The leak policy will allow the customer 
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10 days to repair the problem once it is discovered. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Water and 
Sewer Commissioners is scheduled for January 20 at 6:00 
pm in the department's offices located at 19 County Road. 

Students Sound Off on PowerSchool

A central part of the student experience at Old 
Rochester Regional High School is PowerSchool, a 
website designed to make accessing your grades easier. 
PowerSchool is also used by teachers, who manage their 
classes and mark grades for students on the website. 
The site definitely provides a great service to students 
by allowing them to access their grades at the click of 
a button - but how do students really feel about the 
program? 

One concern that teachers have raised about 
PowerSchool is the excessive usage by some students 
anxious to see their grades. Juniors Laura Casey 
and Brianna Grignetti differ in their usage habits of 
PowerSchool, but neither says it is excessive. 

'T probably log in about four times a week,'' said 
Casey, a contrast to Grignetti's log-in habits. 

"Not a lot, maybe once a week," said Gignetti. 

Both students agree, though, that being able to see 
your grades whenever you want is the biggest advantage 
of PowerSchool. Freshman Sam Ellis expanded upon that, 
saying that being able to see your grades anytime is better 
because "you don't have to go through your teachers or 
wait until the end of the term." 

Sophomore Eric Souza described PowerSchool 
as "a guided tool for student and instructor alike, an 
amazing and unique opportunity that all schools should 
access." Souza had a few ideas of his own on how to 
improve PowerSchool. 

"It would be nice if they had showed your 
percentile or had a percentage scale on certain 
assignments," suggested Souza. "Then you could see 
where you are compared to other students in your class 
level and grade." 

Souza uses PowerSchool a bit more than Casey 
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and Grignetti. He defends his position, saying, "I need to 
know exact CPA changes and grade changes, and check to 
see if there's any slip-ups or confusion/' 

Possible mistakes or confusion over a student's 
actual grade, said Grignetti, concern her. "The worst is 
when teachers haven't updated grades and it's the end of 
the term," said Grignetti, specifying this as her main issue. 
"Sometimes, you don't know your true grade." 

Some students thought that, despite the 
convenience and helpfulness of PowerSchool, it does not 
particularly improve the relationship between students 
and teachers. 

"It makes you more paranoid about your grades," 
Casey said. 
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"Students nag teachers about putting in grades 
right away, and it becomes annoying for teachers/' stated 
Grignetti. 

Sam Ellis disagreed, saying, "You can go to your 
teacher after looking on PowerSchool and ask them about 
the grading on a certain piece of work." 

Although there is some disagreement on exactly 
how it affects students and teachers, students are very 
vocal about PowerSchool and, in general, recognize just 
how valuable and useful the program is. As students 
and teachers continue to analyze the pros and cons of 
PowerSchool, we could see a change in usage habits and 
grading tendencies in the near future. 

Behind the Scenes 

Tabor Academy News

As the stage manager of this year's winter 
musical Hairspray, I have witnessed lots of hard work 
that others may not have the opportunity to see. Walking 
through the winding maze of corridors and spaces in 
Hoyt Hall, I come across all of the departments that 
contribute to making the show happen. 

In my position, I provide assistance to Director 
Mark Rowland. This often involves communicating with 
the various crews in backstage departments. 

Behind the stage is the workshop, where the 
tech crew can be found. This student group, directed by 
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Mr. Van Voris and Mrs. Kistler, splits stage time with the 
actors so that the set pieces and lights can be installed. 
This crew works to create elaborate designs that can create 
a realistic atmosphere for the production. 

During the show, some of the crew controls the 
spotlights from the catwalk of the Fireman Performing 
Arts Center. All the communication is done with each 
other through headsets to cue the lighting during the 
performance. 

Will Walker, this year's lighting designer, says 
that one of his favorite parts of tech crew is watching the 
actors from the catwalk as they hang the lights. 

"[The experience] is so cool because the best 
view in the house is only available to us," said Walker. 
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He also enjoys watching when the ''techies'' hang the 
curtain because they ''have to climb off the catwalk onto 
unsteady boards to hang it/' which he calls "dangerous 
and terrifying, but funny, nonetheless." 

Occasionally, I head up to the costume room 
where five Tabor students work with costume designers 
Annemarie Fredericks and Ruth Finnie as they design the 
outfits for all cast members in the show. With a huge cast 
of 43 students, they have a lot of work to do. 

At the beginning of rehearsals, the costume crew 
takes the measurements of all actors and develops a 
spreadsheet of all the roles that each person plays. After 
taking measurements and shopping for supplies, the 
costume crew creates the pieces and sorts them for each 
actor. On the night of each show, this group does the 
makeup for each actor to make them into their character. 

The costume crew achieves impressive 
transformations. This year's production involves the use 
of a padded body suit to add 'bulk' to the plus-size main 
character Tracy Turnblad, and making a male student into 
an adult female character. 

The media arts classes are also a part of the 
preparation. They are working on a unique poster for the 
show with photos of some of the actors as their characters.

Here is a look at the fourth week of scheduled 
games for Old Rochester Regional winter athletics. 

Boys' Basketball: Following a big victory over 
Wareham, the boys started out this week with a strong 
57-42 win over Fairhaven. Freshman Noah Fernandes 
played very well on the day, scoring a team-high 18 
points and recording five assists and five rebounds. 
The Bulldogs' strength in the game was their defense, 
as they continually shut down a tall Fairhaven team in 
the backcourt and in the paint. However, the Bulldogs 
suffered their first loss of the season later in the week 
to Bishop Stang in a 75-71 thriller. The two teams were 
evenly-matched in all facets of the game, but Bishop Stang 
managed to pull ahead with some clutch free throws to 
hand ORR their first loss of the year. Luckily, Bishop Stang 
is an out-of-conference team, meaning that the Bulldogs' 
conference record remains a perfect 5-0. 

Girls' Basketball: The Lady Bulldogs started their 
week off with a heartbreaking 41-40 loss to Fairhaven. 
With two minutes left in the game, ORR held a slight 
40-36 lead over Fairhaven, but the Lady Blue Devils 
managed to take a one-point lead with only 45 seconds 
remaining. In a crazy back-and-forth, including a 
turnover, a jump ball, and some missed shots, ORR got 
the ball back with only 4 seconds remaining and, with 
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the entire length of the court to cover, was not able to 
take the lead back from their conference rivals. Despite 
the loss, Kaleigh Goulart played well, scoring 15 points, 
while Sophie Church contributed 12. The girls then were 
defeated by out-of-conference Bishop Stang in a 55-15 
blowout. 

Boys' Swimming: In their lone meet of the 
week, the boys' swim team lost to powerhouse Dighton- 
Rehoboth, 81-11. The Bulldogs were unable to notch a 
single first-place against the Falcons, but despite the 
loss, both Nate Wentworth and Thomas Goodfellow set 
personal bests in their respective events. With the loss, the 
team falls to a 1-2 record. 

Girls' Swimming: Like the boys' team, the Lady 
Bulldogs suffered a loss to Dighton-Rehoboth, though 
theirs was a close 47-44 showdown.

The Bulldogs really seemed to 
have turned their season around, as they started off with 
0-2 and have won their past four games to have a 4-2 
overall record.

RE: Marion Planning Board Minutes of 9-15-14 
discussed on 12-01-14 

The purpose of Meeting minutes is: (1) To record 
Action Points, for example, what actions have been 
decided; (2) Who is responsible and what the milestones 
and deadlines are; and (3) Minutes record summaries of 
the discussions held at the meeting. Minutes serve as an 
accountability tool. 

Minutes are required in order to: (a) Confirm 
decisions made; (b) Record agreed actions to be taken; (c) 
Record who has been allocated tasks or responsibilities; 
(d) Prompt action from relevant attendees; (e) Provide 
details of the meeting to anyone unable to attend; and 
(f) Serve as a record of the meeting's procedures and 
outcome. 

The Planning Board of Marion Massachusetts 
meets twice a month. Its meeting minutes have been an 
ongoing point of contention because they do not meet 
consistent standards. 

Issue 1 

At Planning Board (PB) meetings, I have often 
challenged the accuracy of the minutes. I have been 
accused of being uncooperative, labeled contentious and 
not a "team'' player. My concern remains: the minutes 
must not have the appearance (or reality) of being 
manipulated. 

In the minutes, Mr. Lane writes, "Member Marum 
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forcefully criticized the Board's Assistant, Terri Santos, 
for failing to accurately reflect the Board's proceedings 
and more specifically materially misrepresenting Member 
Marum's views in her initial draft of the minutes. The 
comments and the tone in which they were presented 
resulted in Ms. Santos leaving the meeting.'' 

Mr. Lane's cited reason for Ms. Santos leaving the 
room and his reference to my "comments and the tone" 
are nothing but conjecture on his part. His "opinion" and 
commentary are subjective and groundless and should 
not be in the Board's official minutes. Review of the DVD 
substantiates that Mr. Lane's claim is spurious. 

Opining on "comments and tone" is not fact. 
There is no supportive evidence. The minutes reported by 
Mr. Lane's description is subjective with no observations 
of measurable fact. The minutes, as drafted, are 
sprinkled with his personal opinions, his assumptions, 
interpretations and beliefs. These minutes are inaccurate, 
outrageous and reckless. 

The DVD of September 15, 2014 should be 
reviewed at 1:40:04. It shows clearly that Mr. Lane's 
version of the minutes is not only skewed, but misleading. 
Compare the sharp criticism of Jerry (Rico) Ferrari at 
1:45:06 and 1:49:55 into the DVD. Terri Santos leaves the 
meeting at 01:44:43 after my comments which began at 
01:42:46. Steve Gonsalves remarks to the effect that I was 
going to "get it." 

Issue 2 

1. The Marion Planning Board minutes do not 
indicate their author. I asked who authored the September 
15, 2014 minutes; Mr. Lane, clerk of the Planning Board 
responded that he was the author of the paragraph 
beginning with "Member Marum." "Member Marum 
forcefully criticized the Board's Assistant, Terri Santos, 
for failing to accurately reflect the Board's proceedings 
and more specifically materially misrepresenting Member 
Marum' s views in her (Terri Santos) initial draft of the 
minutes." Instead of recording the minutes objectively 
and accurately, Mr. Lane gratuitously opines ("forcefully 
criticized") about the events. Instead, the minutes fail 
to reflect the facts, do not describe how board members 
arrived at reasonable decisions, and do not show who

wrote the minutes. 

2. Meeting minutes should be approved at the 
meeting that next follows. Yet, at the December 1, 2014 PB 
meeting. Board members were reviewing minutes from 
the September 15, 2014 meeting - a whopping eleven 
weeks earlier. My understanding is that it is always 
preferable for the minutes' author to disseminate the 
minutes within 24 hours of the end of the meeting. 

3. The resulting problem is that in situations of 
critical importance, where the record is important, there 
are no detailed minutes. Instead, minutes are subject 

to being skewed and colored reflecting the bias of the 
writer. Minutes should not be puffed up to burnish the 
reputation of several members, and thereby diminish 
a dissenter's participation to the point of erasing her 
contributions altogether. 

4. It is imperative that the minute taker 
sufficiently describe how board members arrived at 
reasonable decisions. This could give the board member 
legal protection if the majority approved an issue and a 
lawsuit is filed. Second. If one particular board member 
abstained on the decision, or voted against the majority, it 
sets that member apart from what was voted or done. 

Conclusion 

Minutes have been inaccurate and misleading. 
Mr. Lane admitted responsibility for producing the 
paragraph beginning with "Member Marum," therefore I 
call on Mr. Lane to:

Li7 Quinquin. Starring Alane Delhaye and Bernard 
Pruvost. Directed by Bruno Dumont. Running time: 197 
minutes. No MPAA rating. 

"Open that cow's ass/' commands a detective, 
''and show me what's inside." Before long, the growl of a 
chainsaw disrupts the lapping quietude of the oceanside 
crime scene. Welcome to the phlegmatic but askew reality 
of LVl Quinquin, a four-part saga written and directed by 
Bruno Dumont for French TV and just now opening in 
America in limited release. Lengthy but never boring, the 
story comes divvied up into fifty-minute segments; the 
three hours and seventeen minutes march by like a Netflix 
binge- watch of your choice of quirky TV mysteries. Lz7 
Quinquin has drawn comparisons to Twin Peaks and True 
Detective, but it also shares DNA with creepy-cool freak- 
of-the-week programs as The X-Files and Fringe, what with 
all these cow carcasses turning up with human body parts 
inside them. 

Genetic experiments? Alien shenanigans? If you 
seek resolution, you're barking up the wrong mystery. 
Dumont, best known for a variety of bleak, severe 
dramas, would rather establish the community affected 
by, and possibly giving rise to, these weird events. Two 
cops ~ Captain Van der Weyden (Bernard Pruvost) and 
his right-hand man Carpentier (Philippe Jore) ~ move 
from suspect to suspect, confronting their own irrelevance 
when each suspect ends up in a cow. (Sample absurdist 
dialogue, in case my lede didn't sell you: "I was sorry to 
hear about his body in a cow on the beach.") Followers 
of Dumont' s earlier work have expressed surprise at the 
tone of Li'l Quinquin, which hews closer to the tongue-in- 
cheek, or at least to cosmic bemusement. 

The eponymous character (Alane Delhaye) is a 
complex and prickly pear, a ten-year-old boy who likes to 
toss firecrackers into his own house. Quinquin is civilized 
enough to have a tender relationship with a local girl, but 
is nonetheless well on his way to a life of racist violence. 
We aren't told how to feel about Quinquin or about 
anyone else; nobody in the narrative seems quite whole. 




The only person around who looks remotely Hollywood 
is a teenage girl who wants to sing on TV; her rather tone- 
deaf rendition of a song called "Cause I Knew" goes on 
interminably at least twice, once at the funeral of the first 
victim, where a gigglingly inept pastor almost derails 
the service and the organist plays bombastically and self- 
indulgently. Nobody seems to care about the dead woman 
except her widower, and he becomes cow stuffing before 
long. 

I confess this is my first exposure to Bruno 
Dumont (but not my last). I make this confession to 
assure you that, though a background in Dumont' s 
prior work might help Li'l Quinquin work on a deeper 
level, it's not mandatory. Feel free to jump right into 
this epic; it's immersive, like a good thick novel, and the 
widescreen compositions, by cinematographer Guillaume 
Deffontaines, showcase the enticing French countryside. 
It's overall a soothing experience. The narrative isn't 
heightened, and until the last half hour or so there isn't 
even any non-diegetic music (why the movie finally 
allows some classical needle-drop is a question for more 
hard-nosed interpreters than I). The story stretches but is 
expertly paced ~ pacing is why a two-hour film can seem 
as though it's crawling while a three-hour-plus work 
like this breezes by, and it's a mystery of editing and the 
intuition of great moviemaking. Dumont uses the extra 
sprawl of his canvas and the luridness of his premise to 
indulge himself in the best, most playful sense. We don't 
feel left out of the fun; we feel drawn in by the elliptical 
character-building and by the society on view, which we 
might say was splintered by the murders if we didn't 
suspect it was pretty thoroughly splintered before.
